That 
system allows bankers a commis- 
sion on securities sold. The more a 
concern goes into debt, the richer 
the security bankers become. 


The majority of railroads are so 


heavily in debt that they cannot

ENNSYLVANIA has reached a crisis in moneys for relief pur- 


poses in the commonwealth. 
The state treasury is almost 


to the point of the cupboard of Old Mother Hubbard, and the 
federal government seems to take the position that the state 
must furnish part of the money to carry on the Relief Works 
Division projects. 


It is a sad commentary upon the federal administration 


when the apparent discrimination against Pennsylvania is con- 
sidered. However this will not provide jobs or fill empty stom- 
achs. 
Pennsylvania must do something herself and the only 


possible way of doing anything seems by the calling of another 
special session. 


The session should be for but one purpose; and that, the 


providing of moneys for relief. -Nothing else should be consid- 
ered, nothing else can possibly be so important. 


Within an intelligent program of tax legislation prepared 


in advance, the special session should not have to sit longer 
than two weeks at the outside. There should be no appropria- 
tion for salaries of the members, other than their travelling ex- 
penses. 
The legal stipend of $500 for a special session can 


be obviated by not appropriating any money to pay it, and no 
legislator who takes his job seriously and knows conditions 
should expect it. The total salary would amount to $129,000 
and this could be used nicely in the relief program. 


Ordinarily we believe special sessions to 'be unnecessary. 


At this time, such action seems necessary and should be taken 
immediately after the primary on May I 5. 


STATE'S ACCIDENTS RECORD IS LESSON 


-An accident a day in each of 28 counties in Pennsylvania during 


1933; a fatal accident a month in each of 39 counties in the same period! 


An accident every hour and twenty minutes someplace in the 


state; a death from an accident every 30 hours in the state! 


These today were the highlights of an analysis of last year's 


motor accidents by the division of safety of the department of revenue. 


Sullivan county stood alone of all the 67 counties in-the state by 


reporting an entire year without a fatal accident. Only 30 accidents 
occurred in the county during the year, placing Sullivan county in 67th 
place in accident ranking. 


Philadelphia and Allegheny, in that order, ranked first and second 


in total number of accidents but Allegheny's fatality list exceeded by 13 
the deaths in the larger county, the totals being 258 deaths in 6,027 ac- 
cidents in Allegheny county and 245 deaths in 8,714 accidents in Phila- 


f delphia. 


The total number of persons killed during the year was 1,926 in 


1,807 different crashes. The grand total of all accidents was 45,374 in- 
cluding nearly 14,000 in which no one was hurt. 


Safety lessons cannot be too strongly emphasized!

a telegram to President Roosevelt and General Johnson, saying: "If 
the mill is not permitted to operate under the NRA emblem, advise us 
•where to send ours!" 


It is hardly within the province of any one unfamiliar with the 


Harriman situation to judge whether or not the NRA officials acted 
•wisely in this instance. 


But the incident plainly reveals the impossibility of striking at any 


concern without hitting a lot of innocent, but deeply interested, bystand- 
ers. 


UNCLE SAM'S PILOTS LEAVE HOME 


The news that fifty American pilots and mechanics have been 


recruited for military service in the Republic of Columbia offers a prob- 
lem in aviation economics. It cost the government $4,400 apiece to train 
Army and Navy pilots. And experience has shown that they are not then 
trained for special duty'on the mail and air transport lines. Thus the 
loss of fifty pilots represents a loss of $200,000 net to the government 
since these pilots all are military reserves. 


Thus the United States loses ^the call of $200,000 worth of trained 


men. And if the air mail contracts all were restored today upon the 
old basis these trained pilots would be missing. They were thrown out 
of work by the cancellations -and they have to eat. The loss to the 
United States is somebody's gain.

terested chiefly in air lines now.

heavily overcapitalized as are rail- 
roads. The air companies were on 
the way, but the recent trouble so- 
bered them. 


The railroads cannot bail out of 


their debt. 


American companies will get in- 


to such difficulties as long as the 
present banking system exists. That 
system allows bankers a commis- 
sion on securities sold. The more a 
concern goes into debt, the richer 
the security bankers become. 


The majority of railroads are so 


heavily In debt that they cannot 
help but 
become 
obsolete. They 


haven't the money to renovate.

Warburg, who was on of the 


American advisers at the London 
economic conference, has been con- 
sidered a liberal among bankers and 
a friend of the administration. 
He 


has been a constant enemy of infla- 
tion but this was the first time that 
ne had turned his guns on the other 
side of the administration's course 
which brought into being the insti- 
tutions such as NRA, PWA and AAA. 


Radical Proposals. 


'It has become evident within the

Because the May­ 
pole is by origin a phallic symbol, 
and observance of May-day is a 
pagan survival. 
May Day has been a festive oc­ 
casion since the days of the Romans. 
(The month takes its name from 
the Romans: they designated it in 
honor of the Majores: the senate in 
the original constitution of Rome). 
The May-poles are one of the old­ 
est of May Day customs and former­ 
ly they were set up permanently 
with towns and 
villages 
priding 
themselves on the height of their 
May-poles. It was traditional for 
couples to go into the 
woods at 
night, gather flowers, green shoots, 
etc., and return with them at sun­ 
rise to decorate the May-poles like 
Christmas trees.

He 
has been a constant enemy of infla- 
tion but this -was the first time that 
he had turned his guns on the other 
side of the administration's course, 
which brought into being the insti- 
tutions such as NBA, PWA and AAA. 


Radical Proposals. 


"It has become evident within the 
last few weeks," said Warburg, "that 
to the minds of most people recovery 
under the New Deal is neither ade- 
quate nor assured. 
"Perhaps the clearest evidence to 


this effect is to be found in the 
number of radical proposals that 
have been put forth recently in con- 
gress, senators and congressmen who 
are pressing for silver legislation, 
for paying off frozen bank deposits, 
for the payment of a bonus to vet- 
erans, for further reduction of the 
gold content of the dollar—all of 
these more or less drastic inflation- 
ary measures—are doing so because 
they feel that their constituents de- 
mand some further action towards 
recovery.

Three .Ways Open. 


"Roughly speaking, there are three 


ways open to the administration: 


"1. It can pursue further the 


course of inflation upon which it has 
already embarked in the belief that 
our basic trouble is monetary and 
can be cured by monetary means. 


"2. It can pursue further the 


march towards an authoritarian 
state, upon which it has. likewise 
embarked in the belief that'a cer- 
tain amount of government planning 
and regimentation is necessarr to 
recovery.

Is What Worries Other Nations 


Japan's military wo Tries other nations.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—If it were 
not for Japan's irresponsible mili- 
tary class, 
western governments 


would not be so.much upset by every 
hint of Tokio's adoption of an ag- 
gressive foreign policy. 
Japanese statesmanship generally 
is considered as rational as any 
country's, but the mikado's army 
and navy leadership rates as simply 
rabid, according to all 
occidental 
standards. It is~iecognized as of the 
old Samurai breed—nothing short of 
weasel-like in its ferocity and in- 
difference to consequences. More- 
over, it is entirely independent of 
the rest of the national administra- 
tion. That is to say, the chief war 
lord shapes his course without the 
slightest reference to whatever plan 
the nominal head of Nippin's gov- 
ernment may be trying to follow. 


Illustratively, it always is a possi- 


bility that a pledge, given in perfect 
sincerity by Japanese diplomacy, will 
be violated immediately afterward 
by the Japanese military command 
—not as an act of bad faith, but be- 
cause the military command pays no 
attention to its collateral diplomacy 
and perhaps is unaware of the lat- 
ter's promise. The assumption., is 
that other peoples should know of 
the existence of this Japanese sys- 
tem . and be warned accordingly- 
just as the world is supposed to 
know that a treaty entered into by 
the president of the United States 
requires senatorial confirmation to 
validate it.

capitals do know of it. 
Consequently when Tokio

claims, as it did recently, a kind of 
Monroe Doctrine suzerainty over a

sylvania’s rapidly increasing beaver 
population was cut in half during 
the recent special open season for 
trapping beavers, the game commis­ 
sion announced today. 
Complete official figures of the 
number of beaver trapped showed 
that 6.397 
were 
killed 
d u r i n g 
the season. 
The commission esti­ 
mated the number of beaver left at 
5,770, although pre-season estimates 
of the number of beavers in the 
state were 15,000. 
Twenty 
actions 
were 
brought 


against hunters for violating trap­ 
ping laws and 43 cases are still un­ 
der investigation, the commission 
reported. 
The largest kill was in Potter 
county, where trappers caught 1,090 
beavers, leaving an estimated 400 
still alive. 
The kills for other counties and 
the number estimated as remaining 
included: 
Indiana, eight and 40; Jefferson, 
23 and 200; McKean, 263 and 100; 
Mercer, five and 12; Venango, 86 
and 150.
